Guaha University has” been 
inchded in the will of the late 
Pred:rick W. Kayser. 

Alihough no official court 
eommanication has reached OU, 
it is: ceported that eventually 
the University will inherit the 
interest from a $450,000 trust 
fund. 

Kayser, a local department. store 
executive, set up three trust funds, 
Two of them, willed to his nieces, 
are worth $100,000 each. The third, 
$250,000 was willed to his sister. 
The will states that these relatives 
will inherit the interest of these 
trust funds as long as they live. 
When they die, Omaha University 
will be the recipient of the interest 
on the total $450,000 principal. 
No Immediate Effect 

“Although the effect of the trust 
fund is not immediate, the in- 
heritance is an indication that the 
community feels that the Univer- 
gity program is somehow on the 
right track,” commented Charles 


Hoff, vice-president of the Univer- * 


sity. 

Hoff pointed out that a munici- 
pal university does not often’ re- 
eeive the benefit of an inheritance 
because of the attitude that a tax- 
supported school js already com- 
pletely financed, 
Estimates Unavailable 

Hoff cited one other instance in 
which OU was included in a will. 
This was the Briant Trust Fund, 
set up by Dr. Wesley Briant. 
Briant’s will stated that if oil was 
ever struck on a certain tract of 
Jand in Wyoming, the profit should 
go'to Omaha University. OU col- 
ected about $10,000 from the ‘in- 
heritance. gates yh 

Because of the uncertainty of 
terms and the time involved, no 
estimates can be made to deter- 
mine the amount of profit that OU 
will receive from the recent in- 
heritance. © per 48
